To Coin Clubs Affiliated with the A. N. A.: 


As many of your members probably already know, I am a candidate for the Office 
of President of the American Numismatic Association in the forthcoming elections 
to be held in August in the Portland, Oregon, A. N. A. Convention. 


I am taking this means to let your members, who are also A.N.A. members, know 
a little more about my qualifications for this office and my program if elected. 


I have been a member of the A.N.A. since 1934, holding membership No. 4343 
(Life Member certificate No. 77 arrived at home while I was still on the high seas 
heading for Europe with the U. S. Army in December, 1943). I have served on the 
A.N.A. Board of Governors, acted as General Chairman of an A.N.A. Convention, 
Chairman of a National Coin Week for A.N.A., past president of the Chicago Coin 
Club and am at present President of the Central States Numismatic Society. 


My occupation is Industrial Security Administrator for the U. S. Navy for the entire 
Central United States from Canada to Mexico, and Michigan, Indiana down the Mis- 
sissippi across to the Rockies. I have been working for the U. S. Government for 
twenty-three years, including four with the U. S. Army of which two years were abroad 
from 1943 to 1945, during World War II in the Counter-Intelligence Corps (CIC) 
and Office of Strategic Services (OSS). I served in England, France, Belgium, Holland, 
Luxembourg and Germany. 


Let me here say that I am not affiliated with, not attached to, do not have any 
associations with, am not obligated to, nor in any way, shape or form connected with 
any person, group or clique of any political faction or otherwise, in or out of the A.N.A. 
I am not running for President of the A.N.A. because I am politically ambitious but 
because of moral principles. 


Checking thru the membership in the A.N.A., reveals that the collecting interests 
of the vast majority of its members is strictly U.S. coins. Therefore, I believe it is the duty 
of the A.N.A. to work unceasingly toward the goal of receiving more consideration 
from the Treasury Department. Why can’t coin collectors receive the same consideration 
from the Treasury that stamp collectors do from the Post Office? Why can’t silver 
dollars be struck in proof? Why can’t an occasional commemorative coin be included 
in the proof sets? Why can’t the Treasury furnish “select” mint sets? There is no reason 
why these goals cannot be reached. Our main stumbling block is a handful of minor 
officials who don’t want to accommodate collectors. However, with a concentrated 
campaign, collectors can go over the heads of these officials. Stamp collectors have done 
it, why not coin collectors! 


I believe that the A.N.A. should put less emphasis on classical coins (ancients) and 
more on what its members are interested in... U.S. items. 


I respectfully solicit the vote of every A.N.A. member who is in agreement with 
the aims outlined in this letter.
